siderably below the average for the first 
half of 1946. The tonnage of vessels 
calling for bunkers only in July repre- 
sented 16 per cent. of the vessels load- 
ing bunkers. compared with 11 per 
cent. in June. PRour-fifths of the tou- 
nage calling for bunkers in July was 
foreign, this proportion being higher 
than in May or June but lower than 
in earlier months.

SHIPMENTS TO AFRICA 


Modified 


A notice issued by the South & 
Kast African, Mauritius, Lobito & 
Port Sudan Outward Freight Confer- 
ence Lines informs shippers that, in 
conjunction with the South African 
Trade Association, the Conference 
Lines have drawn up a modified form 
to cover the registration of cargo.

1948-49. The expedition will proceed 
under the Norwegian flag. but there 
will Бе British and Swedish as well as 
Norwegian participants. The expedi- 
tion would be in the Antarctic for ahout 
a year, aud would stay the winter at a 
place about 200 miles from the coast of 
Queen Maud Land, which is Norwegian 
territory. Research would be under- 
taken into the glaceology, meteorology 
and geology of the country. 

The Norwegian Geographical Society 
has set up a provisional committee. 
and the Norwegian authorities are also 
very interested in the realisation of the 
plan. "The original idea was to make 
use of the German vessel Sehwaben- 
lund, but as this ship is to be sunk, a 
Norwegian vessel will be used to carry 
the expedition. Dr. Christophersen is 
expected in London next Febrnary to 
discuss the matter with British col- 
leagues. During his stay he will also 
give à number of lectures on Tristan da 
Cunha.

Special Market Reports 


From Our Own Correspondents 
CARDIFF 


An active home demand continues to 
engage almost complete outputs on the 
steain coal market, The requirements 
of the leading industrial as well as the 
public utility undertakings continue 
heavy, and as a rule collieries are hard 
pressed to keep pace with existing con- 
tracts from this source. fu addition 
there is an increasing demand tor 
stocking purposes for the winter. As 
a result, salesmen can accept few fresh 
orders for eavly delivery, while the out- 
look for the export trade remains 
unpromising. Only limited quantities 
of the very poorest grades are available 
for ordinary oversea consumers, who 
are willing to take anything that is 
offered them. 


SWANSEA 

Demand for anthraeites for home 
cousumption is still substantial and 
inquiries from oversea are also freely 
circulating. Further trading. however, 
continues to be held severely in check, 
ag collieries are holding such extensive 
engagements with truck traders that 
free supplies are very scarce and pre- 
venting апу expansion in foreign busi- 
ness. Washed boiler nuts are having 
particularly keen attention, while 
machine-made grains are disclosing a 
harder tone, whereas rubbly culm 
occasionally procurable and prices are 


liable to show rather unsettled ten- 
dencies. 

NEWCASTLE 
Under sustained industrial and 


utility pressure for supplies the market 
closed very firmly but with output 
moving off better under more regular 
tonnage movement. Collieries are well 
stemmed for this week and at some col- 
lieries there is rather better produc- 
tion.
